Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 
In the instant case, invention I is directed to method, media player device and server 
for delivering/sharing playlist based on user profiles, invention II is directed to 
method for automatically updating playlists, and invention III is directed to method 
and media player device for presenting a playlist to select at least one item the 
playlist for playback. Therefore, inventions I, II and III have different modes of 
operation and they have different effects. 
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3. These inventions are distinct for the reasons give above and the research 
required for each group is different and not co-extensive for examination purpose. For 
example, the searches for the three inventions would not be co-extensive because 
these groups would require different searches on PTO's classification as following: 

Group I search (claims 61-92) would require use of search Class 725, subclass 
46 (not require for the inventions II and III). 

Group II search (claims 93-96) would require use of search Class 709, subclass
